In  conformity  to  the  requisitions  of  an  Ordi- 
nance, passed  December  22d,  1825,  the  Auditor  of 
Accounts  has  the  honor  to  submit  to  the  City  Coun- 
cil his  Annual  Report,  embracing  Statements  of 
the  xAppropriations,  the  Income,  and  the  Expendi- 
tures of  the  City,  for  the  financial  year  which 
closed  on  the  thirtieth  ultimo.  He  takes  this  occa- 
sion, also,  to  communicate  a  statement  in  rela- 
tion to  the  public  debt  of  the  City  ;  shewing  the 
changes  which  it  has  undergone,  within  the  last 
financial  year,  and  its  amount  and  character,  on  the 
first  day  of  the  present  month.  These  docu- 
ments are  arranged  successively,  and  marked,  A. 
B.  C.  &.  D. 

It  is  with  feelings  of  no  common  satisfaction, 
that  the  Auditor  is  enabled  to  present  an  exhibit  of 
the  financial  transactions  of  one  year,  in  which  the 
aggregate  amount  of  the  Income  of  the  city,  exceeds 


the  aggregate  amount  of  its  Expenditures,  If  any 
commentary  is  now  necessary,  upon  that  spirit  of 
economy  which  characterized  the  proceedings  of 
the  last  City  Council,  and  led  it  to  the  adoption  of  a 
system  of  self-restriction  in  regard  to  appropriation, 
and  of  confining  the  ordinary  expenditures  of  the 
year  within  the  limits  of  ordinary  annual  income, 
the  result  of  ihese  documents  affords  a  practical 
illustration  of  the  wisdom  of  those  measures. 

Referring  to  the  statement  marked  B,  it  will  be 
seen  that  the  whole  amount  of  that  portion  of  the 
income  of  the  City,  wliich  is  considered  as  strictly 
applicable  to  its  usual  annual  expenses,  amounted, 
during  the  last  financial  year,  to  ^334,932,45 

And,  by  the  statement  marked  C,  it 
appears  that  the  whole  expenditure  of 
the  Citv,  in  money,  during  the  same 
year,  amounted  to         -  -  ^'333,314.95 


Leaving  a  balance  in  the  City  Treas- 
ury, on  the  first  day  of  the  present 
month,  being  the  actual  excess  of  income 
over  expenditure,  for  the  last  year, 
amounting  to         _  -  -  ^1,617.50 

Previously  to  the  last  financial  year,  all  the  in- 
come of  the  City,  without  regard  to  its  character, 
or  the  peculiar  applicability  of  certain  portions  of 
it  to  particular  objects,  had  been  used,  indiscrimi- 
nately, for  the  ordinary  purposes  of  the  government ; 
and  no  other  provision  had  been  made  tov/ards  a 


reduction  of  the  debt  of  the  city,  than  the  applica- 
tion of  a  comparatively  small  annual  appropriation. 
Pursuing  that  course,  the  City  was  gradually  divest- 
ing itself  of  its  property,  in    Real  Estate,  and  in 
claims  against  individuals,  without  a  corresponding 
diminution  of  its  funded  debt.     The  inevitable  re- 
sults of  a  continuance  in  such  a  course  were,  hap- 
pily, averted,  by  the  adoption  of  a  system  of  finance, 
having  for  its  basis  the  application  to  a  gradual  re- 
duction of  the  City  debt,  of  all  those  items  of  in- 
come \vhich  seemed  legitimately  appropriate  to  that 
object.     Under   that   system,   all   the   balance   of 
money  in  the  Treasury  at  the  commencement  of  the 
last  financial  year,  all   the   proceeds    of  sales   of 
Real   Estate  belonging  to  the  City,  the  amount   of 
Notes  held  by  the  City  which  have  fallen  due  with- 
in that  year,  and  fifteen  thousand   dollars  of  the 
annual  tax,  have  been  withdrawn   from  the  sphere 
of  usual  annual  expenditure,  and  have  been  strictly 
applied  to  the  reduction  of  the  City  debt.     The  de- 
tails of  that  operation  will  be  shewn,  by  the  Report 
to  be  made  by  the  Committee  having  charge  of  that 
subject ;  but,  in  the  mean  while,  for  a  statement  of 
the  aggregate  results,  the  Auditor  respectfully  refers 
to   the    document,  in  this  connection,  marked  D  ; 
by  which  it  will  be  seen  that  the  whole  amount  of 
the  City  debt,  on  the  first  day  of  May,

the  people  of  this  City  have  reposed  in  its  Govern- 
ment ;  for  they  show,  conclusively,  that,  while  those 
great  improvements,  which  the  public  interest 
seemed  most  obviously  to  demand,  have  been  origi- 
nated and  matured,  the  City  government  had  not 
lost  flight  of  that  point,  ai  which  a  system  of  ecop- 
omical  restriction  should  commence.

REPORT  ON  THE  CITY  DEBT. 


—Qf^^— 


The  Committee  on  the  Reduction  of  the  City  Debt  respectfully 
submit  to  the  City  Council  this  final  JReporf  of  their  transactions, 
during  the  financial  year  which  closed  on  the  thirtieth  day  of 
April  last. 

By  certain  Orders  of  the  City  Council,  passed  on  the  23d  of 
April,  1827,  by  which  this  Committee  was  constituted,  it  was  de- 
termined that  certain  specific  funds  therein  named,  viz  :  All 
balances  of  money  thereafter  remaining  in  the  Treasury,  at  the 
«nd  of  any  financial  year  ;  all  receipts  in  money,  being  the  pro- 
ceeds of  the  sale  of  Real  Estate,  of  any  description,  then  belong- 
ing, or  which  might  thereafter  belong,  to  the  City ;  all  receipts 
on  account  of  the  principal  sum  of  any  bond  or  note,  then  owned, 
or  which  might  thereafter  be  owned,  by  the  City;  and,  also,  fif- 
» teen  thousand  dollars  of  the  annual  City  Tax,  in  that,  and  every 
future  year,  should  be  appropriated  to  the  payment,  or  purchase, 
of  the  capital  of  the  City  Debt ;  and,  for  that  purpose,  that  said 
funds  should  be  placed  at  the  disposal  of  this  Committee. 

Under  the  provisions  of  those  Orders^  a  legular  account  has 
been  kept  with  this  Committee,  in  the  Books  of  the  Auditor  ;  in 
which  the  Committee  has  been  credited  with  all  the  moneys  re- 
iieived-;  during  the  last  financial  year,  from  the  designated  sources, 
and,  also,  with  the  balance  of  an  account  of  interest,  on  moneys 
at  the  credit  of  this  Committee,  while  the  same  were  not  imme- 
diately wanted  by  the  Committee,  and  were,  temporarily,  made 
use  of  for  other  purposes  of  the  City.  In  their  general  account, ' 
the  Committee  arejGharged  with  all  the  payments  made  by  their 
order,  on  account  olthe  principal  of  the  City  Debt. 

In  February  last,  it  was  ascertained  by  this  Committee,  that 
the  avails  of  the  funds  which  had  been  placed  in  their  trust,  by 
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the  City  Council,  would  not  be  sufficient  to  liquidate  all  that  por- 
tion of  the  Public  Debt  which  would  fall  due  within  that  financial 
year  ;  and  application,  consequently,  was  made,  by^he  Committee, 
to  the  City  Council,  for  authority  to  negociate  a  new  Loan,  not  to 
exceed,  in  amount,  the  sum  oi  twenty-nine  thousand  dollars ;  which 
authority  was  promptly  granted  by  the  City  Council.  The  Com- 
mittee have  found  it  necessary,  under  that  authority,  to  borrow 
only  the  sum  of  twenty-two  tliousand  dollars ;  which  amount,  also, 
has  been  carried  to  the  credit  of  this  Committee. 

With  these  funds,  as  above  stated,  the  Committee  have  been 
enabled  to  redeem  all  that  portion  of  the  Public  Debt  of  the 
City,  which  fell  due  within  the  year,  amounting  to  one  hundred 
and  seventeen  thousand  four  hundred  and  twenty -jive  dollars  ;  and 
they  had  a  balance  remaining  at  their  credit,  on  the  thirtieth  ultimo, 
amounting  to  eleven  hundred  and  nine  dollars,  and  four  cents  ; 
which  is  carried  to  new  account  at  the  commencement  of  the 
present  financial  year.

The  Committee  cannot  but  express  to  the  City  Council  their 
clear  conviction,  resulting  from  the  experience  of  the  last  finan- 
cial year,  that  the  system  adapted  by- the  Council,  of  setting  apart 
certain  specific  portions  of  the  revenue  of  the  City,  in  each  year, 
towards  a  gradual  reduction  of  the  City  debt,  is  founded  in  a  wise 
attention  to  the  best  financial  interests  of  the  City  :  For,  al- 
though it  is  true  that  no  new  funds  are  actually  created  to  the 
City  by  this  arrangement,  yet  it  is  equally  true  that  the  applica- 
tion of  those  funds,  which,  from  their  very  nature,  belong  to  the 
liquidation  of  the  Public  Debt,  is  ensured  to  that  object;  and  a 
systematic  separation  is  thereby  eifected,  between  those  funds 
which  are  of  a  permanent  character,  being  the  proceeds  of  the  ac- 
'tual  property  of  the  City,  and  those  which  partake  of  the  nature 
of  annual  income.

The  Auditor  of  Accounts  has  the  honor  to  sub- 
mit to  the  City  Council  the  Annual  Report  on  the 
financial  concerns  of  the  City,  far  the  year  which 
terminated  on  the  thirtieth  ultimo,  in  obedience 
to  the  provisions  of  an  Ordinance  of  the  City 
Council,  establishing  a  system  of  accountability  in 
the  Expenditures  of  the  City. 

The  accompanying  Document,  marked  A.  con- 
tains a  statement  of  the  various  appropriations 
granted  by  the  Council,  during  the  last  financial 
year,  with  the  respective  variations  that  were  or- 
dered by  the  Council.  That  marked  B,  is  a  state- 
ment of  the  Income  of  the  City,  from  the  several 
sources  applicabie  to%rdinary  objects  of  expen- 
diture* The  Document  marked  C,  presents  a  view 
of  the  entire  expenditures  of  the  City,  during  the 
year,  with  the  exception  of  the  payments  on  ac- 
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count  of  the  Public  Debt,  and  the  expenditure  to- 
wards the  construction  of  a  Wharf  near  the  Mar- 
ket ;  whiqh  objects  are  not  chargeable  upon  the  or- 
dinary revenue  of  the  year,  but  have  been  other- 
wise provided  for,  by  special  orders  of  the  City 
Council.  It  is  believed  that  this  statement  of  Ex- 
penditures is  sufficiently  detailed  for  the  purposes 
of  the  Council,  and  for  distribution  for  the  infor- 
mation of  the  Citizens  generally  ;  as  a  more  mi- 
nute statement  would  be  too  voluminous  for  very 
general  examination. 

The  Document  of  this  connexion,  marked  D, 
embraces  a  statement  of  the  Public  Debt  of  the 
City  ; — shewing  its  amount  at  the  commencement 
of  the  last  financial  year,  the  changes  that  took 
place  during  the  year,  and  its  particular  character 
and  amount  at  the  termination  of  the  year. 

The  City  Council  will  perceive,  with  feelings  of 
regret,  that  the  result  of  the  financial  transactions 
of  the  City  Government,  for  the  year  which  closed 
with  the  last  month,  presents  a  balance  against 
the  City ; — the  ordinary  annual  Income  having 
been  insufiicient  to  defray  the  expenditures  of  the 
year.

This  excess  has  occurred  under  two  heads  of 
expenditure,  over  which  the  accounting  Officers  of 
the  City  have  very  Uttle  or  no  controul : — namely, 
in  the  payment  of  interest  on  the  City  Debt^  and 
in  the  payments  for  the  County  of  Suffolk.  All- 
the  appropriations,  with  these  two  exceptions,  have 
been  adequate  to  the  objects  for  which  they  were 
granted. 

In  relation  to  the  payment  of  interest  on  the  City 
Debt,  it  will  be  obvious  that,  though  the  amount 
which  will,  probably,  be  necessary  during  the  year, 
is  hypothetically  assumed,  for  the  purpose  of  ap- 
propriation, yet  the  amount  in  fact  to  be  expended 
must  depend,  in  a  considerable  degree,  upon  the 
rate  at  which  moneys  can  be  hired',  for  the  purpo- 
ses of  the  government,  during  the  particular  year 
for  which  the  calculation  is  made — and  it  is  impos- 
sible to  arrive  at  the  exact  amount  which  is  neces- 
sary, until  the  financial  year  is  closed.  During  the 
last  financial  year,  the  rate  of  interest  has  been  higher 
than  it  was  the  preceding  year  ; — and  the  difficul- 
ty greater,  of  negotiating  loans  for  a  short  term  of 
time.  In  all  cases,  the  good  faith  of  the  govern- 
ment seems  to  demand  that  the  interest  on  its  Debt 
should  be  paid  with  the  most  scrupulous  punctual- 
ity. 

The  greatest  excess  of  expenditure  over  appro- 
priation, has  been  in  the  expenses  of  the  County 
of  SuflTolk : — and,  although,  under  this  head,  for 


purposes  of  financial  calculation,  an  appropriation 
is  annually  made  by  the   City   Council,   yet   the 
County   Treasurer   is  bound,   by  the  laws  of  the 
Commonwealth,   regardless  of  the  appropriations 
of  the  City  Council,  to  pay  whatever  amount  may 
be  drawn  for  by  the  competent  Comity  Authorities. 
The  Auditor  begs  the  indulgence  of  the  City  Coun- 
cil, while  he  respectfully  states  his  decided  opinion, 
the  result  of  several  years  acquaintance  with  the 
finances  of  the  City,  that,  in  order  to  complete  the 
system  upon  which  the  financial  affairs  of  the  City 
are  conducted,  some  considerable  change  is  neces- 
sary, in  the  mode  of  disbursing  moneys  on  account 
of  the  County  of  Suffolk.     In  the  School  Depart- 
ment, in  the  department  for  the  support  of  the  Poor, 
in  that  for  the  preservation  of  the  Health  of  the 
City,  and  in  all  the  other  departments,  the  expendi- 
tures, incurred  by  the  very  respectable  gentlemen 
having  superintendence  of  those  departments,   are 
brought  under  the  examination  of  an  Officer  whose 
principal  duty  is  comprised  in  the  examination  of 
accounts,  and  are  subsequently  submitted  to  the 
revision  of  a  joint  Committee  of  the  City  Council. 
The  expenses  of  the  County  of  Suffolk  are  defray- 
ed entirely  from  funds  belonging  to  the  citizens  of 
Boston  ; — it  is  the  department  for  the  Administra- 
tion of  Justice  within  the  City ; — and  it  is  not  easy 
to  perceive  the  reason  that  its  expenditures  should 
not  be  brought  under  the  same  examination,  and 
subjected  to  the  same  revision,  as  the  expenditures 
accruing  in   every  other  department  of  the  City 
government.
